T THE present time airplane manufacturers generally 

are not only building planes, parts, equipment, and so 

on, but they are selling them as well. There are a few 

dealers handling planes and more dealers are carrying parts | 

and equipment, but in the main, the industry is doing its own 
selling as well as manufacturing. 

Twenty years or more ago the automobile industry was 
in this same position. The manufacturers generally main- 
tained factory branches, where retail sales were made. This 
condition lasted for some years until the industry was on a 
basis where dealers came into the field and asked to be 
allowed to handle the products. It was not until the auto- 
mobile industry built up a sales organization that it really 
began to make strides, which have since become synonymous 
for industrial progress. 

The airplane industry is destined to go through exactly 
the same stage of development. As soon as the demand for 
planes becomes lively enough dealers will enter the field, 
asking to be allowed to handle the products of the manufac- 
turing companies. This is just as inevitable as sunrise, and 
the airplane industry will begin to make giant strides when 
jt has once built up a sales organization apart from the man-| 
ufacturing end. ; 

The question arises, “Who is going to sell airplanes 

when this dealer stage of the industry is reached P” 

The obvious answer to this is the automobile dealer. 
As the automobile industry in its early stages absorbed the | 
bicycle dealer organization of the country, because the 
bicycle dealer was the nearest to the new industry, because 
it was accustomed to dealing in transportation, so the auto- 
mobile dealer is closest to the new airplane industry. This 
new and rapidly growing business is automotive. The auto- 
mobile dealer knows the fundamental problems of automo- 
tive transportation. He can readjust himself to meet the 
varying conditions of the airplane business quicker than a 
man coming into it from say the shoe business or the grocery 
line. 





It may quite well be that the addition of the airplane 
business, with its prolific side lines of parts, equipment | 
and accessories for planes, flying fields and hangars, | 
may be the additional line that will give the automobile 
dealer the diversified offering that has been so long 
demanded. The automobile dealer organizations of this 
country should make sure that the growing aviation busi- 
ness does not get away from them. 


The Highway Program 


T HAS just been announced by the Bureau of Public 

Roads that during 1928 the sum of $1,360,025,776 will 

be spent on highway construction and improvement in these 

United States. This means that by the end of the year we 

shall have more than 600,000 miles of surfaced highway in 

the country, a mileage so far surpassing that of any other 
country that there is “no second.” 

Federal aid in the building of post roads in the various 
states will account for more than 185,000 miles of hard road. 
The entrance of the Federal government into highway con- 
struction was opposed by many interests. Congress has con- 
sistently refused to be swayed by this opposition and has 
invariably given a heavy majority to good roads legislation 
and nothing that any Congress has done will redound more 
to its credit, let us add. 

At the present time a powerful lobby has sprung 
up in Washington to put through legislation permitting the 
construction of toll bridges on Federal aid highways. Con- 
gress must be made to understand that this form of law is 
not advancing the cause of good roads and is disapproved of 
by the people who stand behind the legislature in bona fide 
highway development campaigns.

15.—Based on the knowl- 
edge that an automobile 
dealer loses 95 per cent. of 
his opportunity to sell acces- 
sories on a new car after it 
is delivered, the B. D. L.

Hudson Boulevard, makes it 
a point to sell every car fully 
iiciened. according to George 


Laessig, president, who has 

been selling Chevrolet cars| 

4 or five years. 
All Chevrolet passenger cars 
and commercial trucks on the 
floor are fully equipped, Mr. 


Laessig says, and if sales are com- 
ing so fast that to keep the show- 
room floor filled it would be nec- 
essary to place cars on display 
without accessories, then the 
floor has but one or two cars 
until the service department is 
able to put on the accessories. 

“Never show a car without its full 
quota of accessories, is the order to 
all employees of the concern, for 
once a car gets out without the ac- 
cessories we have lost our last 
chance to sell the customer, who 
will, if he wants the equipment 
later, buy at accessory stores.” 

All the cars on the floor of the 
B. D. L. Corporation are tagged at 
delivery prices, fully equipped. 
There is no mention of the cost of 
freight or accessories, but that the 
particular car being shown cost so 
much as it stands.

“The purpose of this warranty 
is to provide for the handling of 
all claims on a basis of adjustment 
which will be fair to all consumers.

This is a better protection to the 
individual user than any definite 
mileage guarantee that can be 
written.
